Ir the first Anglo-Japanese Treaty was not 
aimed at Russian ambitious, it is difficult to 
exclude the conclusion that th e new one is. 
Our London correspondent's summary, 


appearing in our tolegraphie news this 


morning, seems to point diatinetly’. to 
Russia, a8 the only Power likely to force 
an unprovoked ‘war upon either’ Japan or 
Great Britain. It is uopleasant to have to 
expose the rift fh the lute, and lo hecloud 
the happiness which the humane world is 
presumably extracting from the present 
peace ; put it does not appear to us unjust 
to suggest that this present peace between 
Russia and Jaoun, without the Anglo- 
Japanese Treaty, would not have come 
about, ‘The event nearest to it would have 
heen a truce of uncertain duration. The 
* temper of Russie. during the negotiations, 
and her demeanour afterwards, point to the 
sad fact thatshe. (if we may speak of her as 
acoherent entity for once) has failed to 
profit. by her Jate experiences, which chould 
under normil conditions have had a 
vhastening value, .

and would fiin complete them, as Mr. Stead 
fina shown, by uu entire sirvender of all Jiis 
lunded property, Like Honry TV. of Franco, 
he would wish that every man could have a fow! 
in the pot for his dinner ; and if, by the abolition 
of the prosunt ownership of land, the permanont 
yelfare of the whole population could be soonred, 
then, if L wors still in Parliament, I would vote
